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Two Footnotes to the Maine Ice Trade

The Kennebec River, in the last half of the 19" 
century, bore a much more industrial countenance 
than it does today. Those who now grow up on its 
banks may see the tools rusting away in the old 
barns, and may know of the minimal surviving 
foundations, evidence of the huge industrial plants 
which once dominated the riverscape. Every 
winter our thoughts turn to the ice industry, which 
made the river echo with the noise of men, horses 
and steam machinery, and to the thousands of 
sailing vessels which carried the ice to market 
when the river opened up. 


Harvesting Maine ice for sale to places where it did 
not grow naturally began in the 1820s, became big 
business in the 1860s, peaked in 1890, and died 
away in the first two decades of the 20" century. 
This ice export business (from the state, that is) 
began on the Kennebec, and the Kennebec always 
dominated the industry, typically producing more 
than half the ice exported from the whole state of 
Maine. Most Kennebec ice was sold in big city

markets in the United States; some Penobscot ice 
was sold to the West Indies and Central and South 
American countries. Massachusetts ice companies 
dominated the foreign trade to the British East 
Indies and other places. 


Thousands of Mainers worked scraping, cutting, 
and storing the ice, and loading it onto schooners 
for shipment. Thousands of horses, too, spent 
winters out on the ice, earning their keep. Work 
only went on for a month or two in the winter, and 
up to five months (for fewer workers) of loading 
schooners in the warm season, but this was wel- 
come seasonal work for farmers and others. 


As a maritime museum, the thing that interests us 
most about the ice business is the shipping of the 
ice to market, which typically happened in wooden 
sailing vessels. The introduction of fresh water 
from the melt ice into the holds of wooden vessels 
was not exactly happily tolerated by their people, 
but there were still plenty of schooners lining up to

take ice cargoes. In 1880, 1,735 vessels left the 
Kennebec with cargoes of ice, and 250 other ice 
cargoes departed from the Penobscot River and 
coastal areas. The vessels from the Kennebec 
traveled to 37 ports within the United States, 
principally to New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore 
and Washington, D.C. 


Knowing of our interest in the ice trade, in 1986 a 
good friend of Maine Maritime Museum put 
together a very interesting document regarding the 
shipment of ice from Maine to Philadelphia. Philip 
(Chad) C. F. Smith was at that time historian for the 
Philadelphia Maritime Museum (now Indepen- 
dence Seaport Museum), and used the manuscript 
Philadelphia Port Records in their library to docu- 
ment the arrival of ice cargoes from Maine for a 
twelve-month period. He made a list of these 
vessel arrivals from April 23, 1879 through April 
23, 1880. 


No ice vessels arrived at Philadelphia between 
December 22, 1878 and April 22, 1879. In the next 
twelve months there were some arrivals in every 
month, and 254 arrivals in all. There were 145 
arrivals from the Kennebec, including vessels from 
Bath, Gardiner, Parker’s Head, Richmond, 
Farmingdale, Georgetown and Hallowell. 80 
vessels arrived from the Boothbay area, including 
North Boothbay, West Boothbay, and Barters 
Island. There were sixteen cargoes from Portland, 
four from Wiscasset, two from Harmons Harbor, 
two from Saco, and one each from Belfast, Camden, 
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St. George, Horse Island (probably the Sebasco area 
of Phippsburg), and Pools Island (this may actually 
be Newfoundland). Of all this, the most surprising 
thing is the importance of the Boothbay region, 
comprising 31% of the voyages to Philadelphia. 


The cargoes of ice were brought by four brigs, three 
barks, two barkentines, one full-rigged ship and 
244 schooners. Of the schooners, the majority - 178 
— seem to have been three-masters, with the other 
76 two-masted. A number of the vessels made 
more than one trip in the twelve months of the 
study, and are included more than once. The 
three-mast, or tern schooner had become popular 
for coastal bulk cargoes in the years since the Civil 
War, and the four-mast schooner was rarely seen 
before June of 1880, when the first of that rig to be 
built as such on the East Coast was launched at 
Bath. Many of these tern schooners were built in 
New Jersey, but some of the ice traveled in Maine 
hulls, including the 652-ton Ellen M. Golder, built at 
Bath in 1874. It is interesting to speculate that the 
same study done 10 years later might have a higher 
percentage of Maine-built vessels and, of course, 
many more four-mast schooners. 


A second ice-related item which has recently come 
to our attention is a pair of photographs showing 
the operation of a device for loading ice into ves- 
sels. The apparatus was called the Knickerbocker 
Automatic Vessel-Loading Machine, and it was 
invented in 1890 by two men named Shepard and

Ballard for the Knickerbocker Ice Company. It was 
an efficient improvement on the old method of 
lowering each block of ice into the hold individu- 
ally with large ice tongs. The Vessel-Loading 
Machine moved two ice cakes at a time. It required 
men to feed it, to empty it, and to control its move- 
ment, but it was automatic in the sense that no one 
had to crank it. The ice arrived on runs from the 
icehouse (gravity feed) and was placed on the 
platform. The weight of the ice lowered the plat- 
form, with an operator on the brake lever, and a 
counterweight pulled the platform back up after 
the workers in the hold removed the ice.

photographs in which the Loading Machine can be 
seen from a great distance, but it is rare to see close- 
up pictures of the loading or discharging of any 
sort of cargo through the hatches of a sailing vessel. 
We are delighted, and educated, by these. 


A combination of unavoidable inefficiency and 
harsh business practices hurt the natural ice indus- 
try, and it was overtaken by technological improve- 
ments - the development of artificial-ice-making 
machinery. The huge structures which once stored 
ice for export are all gone - the victims of weather, 
fire, and gravity. For more information, find a 
wonderful book by the late Jennie G. Everson, 
Tidewater Ice of the Kennebec River (Maine State 
Museum, 1970).

Making the Shipyard Rumble Again

Over the past year or two, we've reported regu- 
larly on works afoot in the historic Percy & Small 
Shipyard. As a major result of the Museum’s 
recent Capital Campaign, we’ve completed 
restoration work on five remaining shipyard 
buildings. We’ve built a new gallery as an addi- 
tion to the Maritime History Building, where we 
will introduce visitors to the shipyard’s history. 
Now we're assembling the hundreds of elements 
that will go into renovated exhibitions through- 
out the shipyard, both in its buildings and on its 
grounds — exhibitions that tell the story of the 
men who built huge wooden schooners here in 
the early twentieth century. 


In its heyday, the Percy & Small Shipyard was 
anything but the quiet greensward on the banks 
of the Kennebec River that we treasure today as 
part of Maine Maritime Museum. From dawn to 
dusk it resounded with the rumble of work - 
machines, men, and animals moving, shaping, 
lifting, and fastening large timbers into vessels. 
In the 1890s or 1910s, you’d have seen acres of 
wood scraps and timbers waiting to be shaped 
and put into place, overtopped by the enormous 
skeletons of schooners rising on the ways. Sniff 
the air, and you'd take in the smells of pitch 
liquefying in kettles in the pitch oven, fresh-sawn 
timbers of many different scented woods, oakum 
soaked in Stockholm tar, and acrid coal smoke 
from the blacksmith’s forge. Once, twice, or more 
each year, you would hear the cheerful hubbub 
of a crowd gathered for a launching. But, every 
day (except Sunday), the steady bustle of indus- 
try proclaimed a going concern. 


Today, at the turn of the twenty-first century, the 
Museum preserves this last-remaining American 
wooden shipyard site (recognized on the Na- 
tional Register of Historic Places). We are privi- 
leged to share it with tens of thousands of Mu- 
seum visitors each year. Therein lies the incentive 
behind the exhibitions effort. Our goal is to 
capture the essence of shipbuilding activity at 
Percy & Small, and “make the shipyard rumble” 
once again. 


It's a significant challenge to interpret this kind 
of industrial activity. Most shipbuilding work 
took place out-of-doors; it involved esoteric 
skills, tools, and techniques. Although we won't 
start building large schooners - a proposition 
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that wouldn’t leap off the drawing board as the 
most practical way for a Museum to ensure its 
future — we will offer exhibits that examine the 
many different shipbuilding trades and artisans, 
and their work in building the great schooners. 
Placing these exhibits within the buildings where 
some of the yard’s work took place, adding 
details to the yard itself, and re-creating work- 
shop spaces will enhance our visitors’ under- 
standing of wooden shipbuilding within this 
authentic setting. The planned-for evocation of 
the 1909 schooner Wyoming will illustrate the 
sheer size and magnificent shapes of the schoo- 
ners built here. 


The tasks necessary to accomplish all this - to 
plan, design and install new exhibitions for the 
Mold Loft, Mill & Joiner Shop, Paint & Treenail 
Shop, Caulker’s Shed, and the new gallery, plus 
elements in the shipyard landscape — are not 
unlike those involved in building a wooden 
vessel. Designing its shape and characteristics, 
procuring the raw materials, shaping the exhibit 
furniture, and coordinating the many people 
who are working together to “make the shipyard 
rumble again” makes for an exciting project! As 
Lin Snow wrote about Percy & Small’s master 
builder Miles M. Merry, “Juggling production 
schedules, manpower, vendor delivery dates, the 
impact of weather, and customer expectations, 
his task was akin to playing three-dimensional 
tic-tac-toe while blindfolded.” (A Shipyard in 
Maine, p. 139). The description resonates! 


The talented design team at Museum Design 
Associates, Museum staff and volunteers, and 
special consultants are gearing up to intense 
activity to make these plans a reality by next July. 
But all our current work builds on what has gone 
before: the substantial contribution of Mr. and 
Mrs. L.M.C. Smith in the early 1970s that saved 
the shipyard for the future; the Museum’s con- 
stant work since then to preserve the buildings 
and grounds and make them available to the 
public; the years of research that have resulted in 
Lin Snow and Doug Lee’s wonderful book, A 
Shipyard in Maine. The capital campaign contribu- 
tions from Museum members and friends that 
make this effort possible are a fine testimony to 
the energy that flows into preserving Maine’s 
shipbuilding and maritime heritage. Thank you. 
And please plan to join us next summer for a 
new look at the Percy & Small Shipyard!

“Dirigo: Portrait of a Ship”

case oil, coal, grain, sugar and general cargo to 
Europe, the Far East and between the coasts of the 
United States. Dirigo was a typical cargo carrier 
during the waning days of sail, but did have a brush 
with fame when Jack London, his wife Charmian 
and their servant Yoshimatsu Nakata made a Cape 
Horn passage from Baltimore to Seattle in 1911.

A New Puzzler: This photograph came with no 
identification whatsoever. We don’t know where it 
was taken, or when. A good guess can be hazarded, 
however. A pretty tern schooner, unidentified, is 
being towed by a smallish tug, also unknown. 
Lashed to the schooner’s starboard side is a big flat 
thing, looking very much like a centerboard. It 
seems likely that the schooner is being towed out of 
the shallow river where she was built into deeper 
water, so that her centerboard can be installed. 
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There needs to be enough depth under the vessel’s 
keel for the centerboard to be positioned, on edge, 
under the slot in the center of the hull and slid up 
into the centerboard trunk where its hinge pin can 
be driven through to hold it in place. The photo- 
graph is not particularly good, and lacks detail. 
Can anyone out there help identify the place, or the 
vessels?
